The history of the Thames Goldfields, in 
the Province of Auckland, should be in- 
structive to the miners in the Can-ick Dis- 
trict of Otago.

■ bits at the Mechanics’ Fair, recently held at 
i San Francisco, was Professor Hallidie’s pa- 
tent endle.s9 ropeway. It was shown in ope- 
ration, thecarsrimningupand downthe 'ouild- 

. iiig. Its object is to toansport ore from 
‘ mines to mills, or tc some available point of 
’ transportation, and can be utilised where 
1 roads or tramways would be too expensive to 
; build. It is used in connection with several 
i mines in California, and modifications of it 
have been used in various parts of the world, 
i “ It is (says the Wenklg AUd) of course in- 
' finitely cheaper to erect this ropeway tlan to 
! build the most narrow of narrow-gauge rail- 
j roads ; and mine-owners and miners, when 
i they inspect it, will at once perceive its 
merits, as the transportation question isof.en 
I one of the most vital importance in mining 
questions. It may be thus briefly described : 
j — At each extremity of the line are plamd 
i Wge grooved pulleys, called ‘ end pulleyi’ ; 
i vileng the line at intervals of from one to a.x 
J hundred feet, upon the summits of the fills 
\ or mountain ranges, upon each bank of tie 
' rivers or the deep ravines, stand , posts, jist 

■ as posts are placed for supporting the tee 
graphic line ; attached to these posts, andat 
righ t angles to the line, are transverse bn-s 
or arms, to the extremities of which smill 

i grooved pulleys are fixed, called ‘ bo.arhg 
I pulleys’. An endless wire rone passes almg 
! on each side from post to post, resting in fie 
""ooves of the bearing pulleys, and passiig 
around the end pulleys. Along the royte. at 
aiiitible distances, are secured p''ndmt, 
curved rods, clinging to or attached to or 
resting upon the rope, and curving or reich- 
tngup or out over tlie edges of the gro'ves 
of the pulleys, ami swinging or passing de.ar 
of the flanges and axles and all oilier obstruc- 
tions, and sustaining or carrying can or 
buckets or sacks, loaded ivitii passengea or 
ores or other freight, or terminating in looks 
carrying bundles of lumber. Tiie sn'avi:y of 
the load — a mountaiu-stream, a mule, ir a 
steam-engine may furnish the prapeling 
power, and cause to move tlie endless rone 
with its endless chain of cars, over moutt.iin 
heights and dee]) ravines, — over rivers too 
wide and deep to bridge, and ravinei or 
gorges too wide and deep to fill, — receving 
•and discharging, autoinatioially or otherwise, 
a continuous stream of freight ; possibly re- 
ceiving the ore at the innermost .and utter- 
most depth of the mine, and carrying it over 
intervening mountains and valleys, .aid dis- 
charging it, automatically, miles awty, into 
the very hopper of the crushing madiine at 
the mill. In connection wit'i the sane appa- 
ratus, a self-dumping bucket can bs u.'ed, 
which, by striking a stop at a given point, 
releases the bottom and dumps out Uie ore. 
The rope travels at the rate of 200 feet per 
minute ; the posts avith the bearing pulleys 
are usually about 200 feet apart, the distance 
d.cpciiding upon circumstances. At least ISO 
tons per day of ten hours can be delivered, 
but, practically, there is no limit, as the 
rope-way can be made of any required 
strength.” 

Mr Hodson, the inventor of the wire rope 
tramway in England, a short time since 
erected a line about five miles in length at 
Bristol, and some particulars haa-e been fur- 
nished by a recent publication. There are, 
in the five miles, 112 posts, or standards, as 
they are called. These can be either made 
of iron or wood, as found most convenient. 
The endless rope is made of charcoal iron, is 
two inches in circnniference, each strand, as 
well as the centre of the rope, having a 
hempen core to secure ductility. A portable 
IC-horso power engine is employed to drive 
the rope. Water or horse power may be 
used. At one end of the line the rope passes 
round a drum. The boxes in which the load 
is carried are hung on the rope at the loading 
end by a wooden A'Sfla?ed saddle, about 
fourteen inches long, lined with leather, and 
having four small wlieols, with a curved pen- 
dant, which m.alntains the box in perfect 
equilibrium while travelling, and most inge- 
niously, but simply, enables it to pass the 
supporting posts and pulley. By a sliding- 
ring arrangement, the boxes or buckets are 
easily emptied by tilting, witliout unshipping 
the saddle from the rope. The boxes esn be 
made to carry from 1 cwt. to lOcwt., and 
the proportions of the line .and the loading 
and discharging arrangements c.an be varied 
to suit any p.articular requirement, r.anTinv 
from 10 tons to 1000 tons nor diem. At each 
end of the line .arc rails placed to cale'a the 
small wheels .attaclied to tlie saddles of the 
boxes, by which me.ans the weight, haviim 
acquired momentum, is lifted from the rope, 
and, thus suspended from a fixed r,ail or plat- 
form, can bo run to any point for loading or 
emptying, and again run on to the rope, 
the succession being continuous, and the rone 
never requiring to be stopped for loading and 
unloading. Curves of sharp radiu.s are oasilv 
^ passed, as well as steep inclines, .and it is ap- 
j plicabie for crossing rivers, streams, monn- 
'1 tains, or hilly districts. The rope being con-
